$1.3 billion authorized for Shuttle

Funds totaling $1.3 billion for the Space Shuttle Program have been authorized for 
fiscal 1978 by the House of Representatives, Congressman Robert Lagomarsino’s of­ 
fice reported today. 


A spokesman for the congressman emphasized that the $1.3 billion is an authoriza­ 
tion and not an appropriation. 
The authorization will assure that the Shuttle Orbiter project continues on 
schedule, which calls for the first shot in 1979 from Kennedy Space Center in Florida 
and from Vandenberg Air Force Base in 1982. 


The funds authorized under the bill approved this week by the House are for 
development of the shuttle craft as well as for rockets and launch and landing 
facilities at Cape Canaveral. 


Allocation of the funds were as follows: for the Orbiter, $690.5 million; main 
engine, $219.9 million; external tank, $80 million, rocket boosters, $83.6 million; 
launch and landing facilities at KSC, $133.5; first increment for production of Or- 
biters III, IV and V, $141.7 million. 


The Lagomarsino spokesman said that facilities at Vandenberg Air Force Base for 
launch and landing are not covered under the National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration spending program but instead are under the Department of Defense’s 
Air Force budget. 


Space Launch Complex 6, originally built but never used for the Manned Orbiting 
Laboratory program, will be modified at VAFB to accommodate the shuttle opera­ 
tions. 


The full House approved the authorization and sent it to the Senate where it is now 
in com m ittee and not yet ready for floor markup. If there are major differences in 


the Senate version, it will be necessary to work them out in a conference com m ittee, 
the Lagomarsino spokesman said. 


In another shuttle program development, it has been learned that com m ittees in 
both the House and the Senate have approved the addition of $95 million to the fiscal 
1977 development fund for the shuttle program through the Carter Administration 
economic stimulus jobs bill. 


Such funding, if approved by the full House and Senate, would enable fabrication of 
Orbiter HI, which will be the first vehicle to be launched from Vandenberg to begin in 
fiscal ’77 instead of fiscal ’78 as presently scheduled. 


The importance of the action is that between 8,000 and 10,000 jobs nationwide can 
be maintained if it is finally approved. Without the change, it was reported, these 
employes would have to be laid off at the end of fiscal 1977 and not returned to work 
on the shuttle again until activity builds up on Orbiter III in fiscal 1978. 


It was emphasized that the $95 million will not be an increase in NASA’s overall 
budget but in reality would amount to a transfer of this amount from the 1978 request 
to 1977. 


NASA did not originiate the move but is said to welcome the proposed shift in funds 
since it would enable a smoother shuttle production schedule to be maintained, sav­ 
ing costs and improving efficiency. 


The action toward advancing the funds for Orbiter III was initiated in the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee on Housing and Urban Development and Independent 
Agencies. The full House Appropriations Committee ordered the bill reported to the 
floor without modifying the $95 million request. 


The Senate com m ittee, chaired by Sen. William Proxmire. admittedly hostile to 
the shuttle program, also approved the fund shift. Proxmire said he sees no point in 
reducing jobs on a program that is likely to continue despite his oppsotion.

Tribulato. 
in private life, division 
manager for the commodity trading 
organization. Potomac Corp.. said the 
Canyon County proposal effort cost the 
taxpayers about $280.000 The sum in­ 
cluded expenses for the commission and 
for the final report to the governor 
Tribulato outlined the history of the 
Los Angeles County effort and noted that 
she had filed a separate minority state­ 
ment objecting to one requirement in the 
report: “ I object to the maximum tax 
rate determination (as required in the 
final report) because it implies that the 
commission feels that the proposed 
countv can realistically maintain ex- 


isting services at that tax rate, while our 
economic viability determination 
in­ 
dicates that this is not the case." 
The structure of the commission and 
the character of its work will be the 
same here, if county split proponents are 
successful in gaining enough signatures, 
but some of the commission recommen­ 
dations may differ. Tribulato said For 
example, she opposed the commission

parts of Los Angeles County would have 
had to pay the expenses of the new coun­ 
ty’s board of supervisors for a 2l'i year 
transition period. 
That never became a reality because 
voters rejected the county split bid 
Tribulato said 51 per cent of the voters in 
the new county area approved the forma­ 
tion of the new county, but that 65 per 
cent of the voters elsewhere turned it 
down 
Tribulato predicted a new effort would 
be made bv some of the same proponents 
m the near future. 
In other respects, Tribulato said she 
would recommend that the commission 
study be mandated for a period of one 
year instead of the present six months, 
that the proponents should be required to 
produce a viable budget for the new 
county, that the question should be on a 
general election ballot instead of a 
special election, that there should be a 
state loan available for transition costs 
and that the new county should be 
allowed to consolidate offices as

141 Christians slain in 
revenge for assassination 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - Moslem 
gunmen were reported today to have sl­ 
aughtered up to 141 Christian villagers to 
avenge the assassination of leftist leader 
Kamal 
Jum blatt. 
Angry Christians 
demanded the immediate arrest and ex­ 
ecution of leftists they said were respon­ 
sible. 
Delegations from Christian villages in 
the Chouf hills south of Beirut streamed 
to the Baabda presidential palace, 
blocked roads with their cars and 
denounced the m assacres, which they 
said had been committed by member of 
Jumblatt’s Progressive Socialist party 
A group of the villagers met with 
President Elias Sarkis and. according to 
the right-wing Phalangist Radio, gave 
him a “ list of the murderers’’ and 
demanded their immediate arrest and 
execution within 24 hours 
Although no official figures have been 
made available, unofficial reports said 
up to 141 Christian villagers had been 
killed by the followers of the slain leftist 
Druze chieftain 


Rightist leaders stressed that they did 
not hold the Druze community itself 
responsible, but leftist members of Jum- 
blatt’s Progressive Socialist party. 
Jumblatt was the leader of the Druzes, 
The right-w ing Phalangist Radio 
quoted 
P h a la n g ist lea d er P ierre 
Gemayel as saying that “The Druze 
community in general acted in a respon­ 
sible way, but som e (P rogressive 
Socialist Party) militants were to blame 
for these attacks on women, children and 
old men." 
Right-wing former President Camille 
Chamoun told reporters that at least 85 
Christians had been killed. He said 
troops of the Arab peacekeeping force 
had gone to the villages concerned and a 
number of persons had been arrested

said. “ I trust Mr Carter I will make ef­ 
forts in order to help President Carter 
bring a just and durable peace to the 
Middle East."

Arafat ’s comments on trusting President 
Carter “ may have been taken out of con­ 
text." but stuck by the guerrilla chief's 
praise for Carter's policy statement.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Winter’s food 
crop failures drove consumer prices up a 
full 1 per cent in February, the biggest 
monthly surge of inflation in nearly two 
and one-half years, the Labor Depart­ 
ment reported today. 
The increase, reflecting a 12 per cent 
annual rate reminiscent of the rampant 
inflation of 1974, was caused largely by 
higher food p rices. Severe w inter 
weather brought a record 20 9 per cent 
monthly increase in vegetable prices. 


Food prices rose 2 per cent last month, 
the largest increase in three years. 


White House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said February’s jump "does not 
reflect any kind of trend" and that the 
administration did not view it “as a long 
range problem." 
A 
leading 
governm ent econom ist 
described the new inflationary surge as a 
mere “ bubble" that should burst by 
April, when the spring fruit and 
vegetable crops begin to appear in 
grocery stores at lower prices.

WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - President 
Carter, saying it “puts us on the side of 
what’s right and proper,” today signed 
legislation to end U.S. imports of Rhode­ 
sian chrome, and ordered an immediate 
halt to those imports. 
The bill repealed the so-called Byrd 
Amendment under which the United 
States exempted itself from the United 
Nations' 
economic 
sanctions against 
what Carter called the “ illegal" white- 
minority government in that African na­ 
tion. 


Carter made the embargo effective 
after shipments already en route are 
completed 
In a ceremony in the White House 
Cabinet Room attended by U N Ambas­ 
sador Andrew Young, m em bers of 
Congress and representatives of the steel 
industry.

Economists promise no relief from 
this trend in March Inflation is not ex­ 
pected to cool significantly until April at 
the earliest 


The Consumer Price Index was 177.1 in 
February, reflecting an increase of 6 per 
cent over the past year This means that 
goods and services costing $100 in 1967 
now cost $177.10. 
About half of the February increase 
was blamed on food prices But higher 
costs for fuel oil. gasoline and natural 


gas also contributed substantially to the 
increase. 


Vegetable prices rose 20.9 per cent in 
February as a result of crop failures 
caused by the weather 
Fresh fruit 
prices were up 4.1 per cent because of 
the freeze in citrus growing regions 


Coffee, poultry, eggs and sugar also in­ 
creased substantially, but prices were 
lower for beef, dairy products, processed 
fruits and vegetables and bakery goods. 


Commodities other than food rose 0.7 
per cent, the same increase registered in 
January And service costs rose 0 6 p*r 
cent, reflecting a cooling trend from the 
previous month. 


Fuel oil and coal rose 2 per cent, while 
gasoline and motor oil were up 0 9 per 
cent Used car prices increased 3.3 per 
cent. 


A cooling trend among household ser­ 
vices helped to compensate for continu­ 
ing increases in the costs of medical and 
transportation services Property taxes, 
mortgage interest rates and natural gas 
charges increased less than in January 
State action clears

The state’s three-member Education 
Employe Relations Board (EERB) to­ 
day handed down the long-awaited deci­ 
sion on who is and who is not to be in­ 
cluded in a bargaining unit for cer­ 
tificated employes 
The action clears the way for an elec­ 
tion to determine an exclusive represen­ 
ta tiv e for certifica ted 
em p loyes, 
although the two teacher organizations 
must prove they have specified amounts 
of numerical strength. Lompoc Educa­ 
tion Association and Lompoc Federation 
of Teachers have been in contention in 
Lompoc Unified School District. 
In an announcement from Sacramento 
this morning, the state body said: "The 
Education Employe 
Relations Board 
directs that the following unit is ap­ 
propriate for the purposes of meeting 
and negotiating, all regular full and part- 
t i m e e m p l o y e s and 
p a r t - t i m e 
probationary and permanent certificated 
employes, all contract employes within 
the meaning of Education Code Section 
13329; and tem porary certificated 
employes who are employed 75 per cent 
or more of th* days regular school is in 
session and all subject coordinators ex­ 
cept migrant education coordinator: but 
excluding adult education teachers, 
homebound teachers, migrant education 
coordinator, supervisor of nurses and all 
other employes: management, super­ 
visory and confidential. 
“Subject coordinators with the excep­ 


tion of migrant education coordinators 
are neither supervisors within the mean­ 
ing of Ed Code Section 3540 1 (M) nor 
"managers" within the meaning of Sect. 
3540 1 (G) of the act. 
Migrant education coordinator is a 
‘supervisor’ within the meaning of sect. 
3540 1 (M) of the act. 
"Upon the posting of notice of decision 
the employe organizations have 10 work­ 
ing days to demonstrate to the regional 
director at least 30 per cent support in 
the unit The regional director shall con­ 
duct (Ed note: set) an election at the 
end of the posting period if: (1) more 
than one employe organization qualifies 
for the ballot, or, (2) if only one employe 
organization qualifies for the ballot and 
the employer (Ed. Note; school board) 
does not grant voluntary recognition 


It appeared certain today that there 
would be an election, although a final 
statement on that could not be obtained 
from district officials this morning It 
appeared certain for example that the 
two teacher organizations had the 
minimum 30 per cent of the certificated 
personnel signed up as members in their 
respective organizations, to qualify un­ 
der EERB’s ruling. 
With those provisions or reservations 
in mind, it appeared that an election date 
could be set this month for an election at 
least early April That would clear the 
way for certification of an exclusive 
representative and for the beginning of 
negotiations in April. 
Senate panel oks tax cut 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 
Finance Committee today approved a 
tax cut for most persons who use the 
standard deduction, although about two 
million m iddle and upper incom e 
Americans would be hit with a slight tax 
increase 
The com m ittee’s plan also would lead 
to greatly simplified tax forms for use on 
taxes due by April 15, 1978 
The com m ittee neared completion of 
work on President Carter’s tax stimulus 
package which includes $50-per-person 


rebates, business tax incentives and the 
small tax cut approved today. 


Under the standard deduction change 
approved by voice vote today, the 
process of calculatung the standard 
deduction as a percentage of income 
reported be abolished and everyone 
could claim a flat, standard deduction of 
$3 200 for married couples and $2,200 for 
single persons. 


The current maximum deduction for 
couples is $2.800 and for singles is $2,400.

“I couldn’t believe it — there 
were very few calls at the of­ 
fice,” Assistant County Asses­ 
sor K.L. Marvin said. 
Marvin and others in the of­ 
fice of the often-beleaguered 
Assessor William Cook had 
stood back, almost wincing at 
the thought erf what would hap­ 
pen. after reports got out 
publicly that Goleta Valley 
property values are likely to be 
boosted by $100-million through 
reassessment this year 
But almost nothing happened. 
It w as th e sa m e la s t 
N ovem ber, 
“ the quietest 
November I think we ever 
had.” commented Marvin, 
speaking of the mailing out of 
tax bills following assessment 
boosts of well over 100 per cent 
in many areas. 
Marvin recalled he tried to 
talk Assessor Cook into engag­ 
ing extra help to man the 
phones after the tax collector 
sent out the higher bills last 
fall. 
• 
Cook took on Marvin's bet 
that help would be needed to 
handle a carload of calls. 
‘‘I lost the bet.” Marvin said. 
Another year has rolled by. 
and the little slips that will 
warn property owners in 
numerous county areas that 
their assessments have been 
adjusted upwards — many in 
the 100 per cent category — are 
ready to be mailed out again. 
The assessment boosts for 
Goleta Valley property owners 
will strike homes in a few days, 
with mailmen expected to com­ 
plete delivery of all the notices 
within á week 
There may be an outburst this 
time from Goleta Valley, but 
Marvin now believes that the 
furor that has swirled around 
the county assessor’s office in 
recent years may have died 
down for good 
He said he has the impression 
taxpayers in general realize 
that the county assessor is 
following state guidelines and is 
not responsible for often shock­ 
ing increases 
G oleta V alley property 
owners won’t be the only ones 
to feel the blow this year as as­ 
sessed valuations are estimated 
to rise from about 1192-million 
to $292-million 
Cook's office had conducted 
reassessment of other major 
areas, including the outskirts of 
Santa Maria. Santa Ynez Valley 
areas, and Carpintería Valley 
areas Montecito was hard hit 
last year and the city of Santa 
Barbara is scheduled to see the 
appraisers next year. 
Estimates on jumps of asses­ 
sed value irf the latter areas 
aren't ready yet. and some 
won t be for some time Marvin 
said appraisers are still at work 
in several areas, and Car­ 
pintería Valley may be the last 
to get reassessed 
The new appraisals in many 
Santa Ynez Valley areas are apt

It is also necessary for the diabetic to avoid skipping a 
meal, particularly if he is taking medication, such as 
insulin or an oral blood sugar-lowering drug, since this 
may lead to an insulin reaction (too much insulin pre­ 
sent in the body). By making his diet a permanent part 
of his living, the diabetic patient can live a normal, 
happy life.

Charges ot insubordination 
and failure to cooperate with a 
Sheriff’s Department internal 
investigation lodged against

findings returned Thursday by 
the County Civil Service Com­ 
mission. 
But one of the four commis­ 
sioners hearing the case, O H 
Ellis, former highway patrol 
captain, said he felt the punish­ 
ment of dismissal was too 
severe 
Both Mrs Moore and her hus­ 
band. Sheriff’s Lt. Jay Moore, 
were fired from the department 
last November as the after- 
math of Mrs Moore calling the 
Sheriff's office and in effect 
asking for protection against 
her husband. 
Moore, first Isla Vista foot 
patrol commanding officer, has 
also appealed his termination, 
and will get a hearing starting 
April 12 by the commission. 


But Korman D Ellis, counsel 
for Mrs Moore, claimed Thurs­ 
day, that “third-hand testimony 
admitted into Mrs 
Moore’s 
hearing and charging Lt. Moore 
with indiscretions with the wife 
of a fellow sheriff’s officer “has 
poisoned that case...he will not 
be able to get a fair hearing " 
“This is just a ruthless dis­ 
regard of civil rights of a public 
employe.” said Ellis, hearing 
the commission’s verdict. He 
said Mrs Moore should never 


have been asked to subject 
herself to interrogation at the 
time into what the Moores con­ 
tended was a family dispute. 
Lt. Moore was also terminated 
for insubordination. 
Ellis pointed to the "ex­ 
cellent seven year rjecord” of 
Mrs. Moore in the department 
as further reason behind her ap­ 
peal for reinstatement. 


William Allen, deputy county

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Urban development bank 
b e t t e r j a i. f - ^ ..B y B .n u » Carter attempts to smooth 
studied by administration 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Carter administration is study­ 
ing proposals to create an urban 
development bank to provide 
low interest loans for financial­ 
ly troubled cities and busines­ 
ses willing to locate in cities, 
UPI learned today. 
Administration sources said 
the concept of an “Urbank” is 
still under study and could be 
scrapped if President Carter 
decides it is not needed. 
But they called it unlikely 
that planning would have ad­ 
vanced to this point without 
“active interest’’ at the White 
House.. 


Any legislative proposals, the 
sources said, probably will in­ 
clude provisions for a rural 
development bank to gain the 
widest possible support in the 
administration and Congress. 
UPI learned the U rbank 
would provide loans to cities at 
1 per cent above the federal 
government’s borrowing costs, 
now less than 5 per cent. It also 
would provide guarantees to 
enable shaky cities to raise 
money in bond m arkets without 
paying premium prices. 


Other proposals under consid­ 
eration include: 
— Government-backed loans 
to businesses willing to locate 
and provide jobs in depressed 
cities. 
— Federal backing of munici­ 
pal bonds to free a city to raise 
more money in public markets. 
— An option for cities to offer 
taxable bonds in exchange for a 
35 per cent subsidy from the 
Treasury on the federal taxable 
income. Municipal bonds now 
are tax exempt. 
Urbank is little more than a 
concept now. but details are be­ 
ing worked out by a team 
headed by Treasury Secretary 
Michael 
Blumenthal. 
Other 
members come from .the White 
House, the Office of Manage­ 
m ent and Budget and the 
Treasury Department. 
Administration sources said 
the planning will be complete 
enough that if Carter accepts 
the concept he can announce it 
at the June 11-15 meeting of the 
National Conference of Mayors 
in Tucson. Ariz. 
“ I imagine it would be silly to 
have the forum then wait until 
three weeks later to announce 


the p ro g ra m ,” said John 
Gunther, executive director of 
the Conference of Mayors. 
Big city majors were among 
the first to support the Urbank 
concept. 
Sources in the administration 
and associated with the mayors 
emphasized the Urbank will not 
be the final solution for all city 
problems. 
“ It is not an easy way out,” 
one said. 
Creation of the Urbank would 
require legislation that would 
be proposed for inclusion in the 
fiscal 1979 budget, which will be 
sent to Congress next January. 
Blumenthal tipped off the ad­ 
ministration’s thinking about 
an urban banking structure dur­ 
ing a news conference last week 
when he announced the govern­ 
ment would lend an additional 
$255 million to New York. 
He said long-range solutions 
to city financial ills could in­ 
clude “a banking mechanism 
that works in the field of urban 
finance in the same way in 
which the World Bank or the 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
R e g io n a l 
Development banks work in the 
international field."

In Hanoi, one does not tell 
another to go to hell or Hades or 


the devil — one tells another 
“Go to Van Dien.” 
Woodcock, Yost and Mrs. 
Edelman stopped inside the 
middle of the three doors of the 
yellow plastered building On a 
ta b le covered w ith w hite 
sheeting sat 12 black boxes with 
American names pasted on the 
top and front of each. 
At first there was no sound 
except a cool wind blowing 
through 50-foot pine tree s 
beside the House of the Repos­ 
ing Soul. 
There was no music, no flags, 
no prayer, no ceremony. 
“Sad.’’ said Mrs Edelman 
The Vietnamese to whom this 
cold day in Hanoi might form 
but a smallish footnote to their 
Thirty Year War began talking 
to Woodcock about delivering 
the boxes to the Americans’ 
plane that departs Saturday 
morning 
It was too much for Sonny

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
bill exempting casual household 
workers such as babysitters 
from a law extending worker’s 
compensation insurance cover­ 
age to domestic employes was 
sent to Gov.

The bill (AB133) by Assem­ 
blyman Richard Robinson, D- 
Santa Ana. won final legislative 
approval on a 28-4 vote mo­ 
m ents afte r the A ssem bly 
overwhelmingly passed 
the 
m e a su re . The b ill w ould 
become law im m ediately if 
signed by Brown. 
Critics of the current statute, 
which w ent into effect in 
January, argued that it could be 
interpreted to require special 
workers’ compensation policies 
be taken out by homeowners to 
cover such casual employes as 
babysitters and youngsters who 
mow lawns. 


Under Robinson’s bill, howe­ 
ver, only domestics who work 
at least 52 hours during a 
three-month period and who 
earn more than $100 would be 
eligible for benefits. 
In addition, it requires all 
homeowner and renter liability 
insurance 
policies 
include 
worker’s compensation covera­ 
ge 
The coverage would in­ 
crease the cost of such a policy 
by about $5 a year. 
Household workers injured 
while working for an employer 
without the liability insurance 
would have to turn to the legal 
system to recover damages.

BCSD reviews 
water proposal 


A two-phase water system ex­ 
pansion plan for the Buellton 
Community Services District 
prepared by the engineering 
firm of Thomas B Stetson was 
presented to district directors 
for review at a meeting this 
week 
Phase No. 1, which is ex­ 
pected to cost $828,000 to com­ 
plete contains recommenda­ 
tions for implementation of 
water system improvement 
plan to meet future water de­ 
mands of the community 
Included is expansion of water 
supply capability and separa­ 
tion of the existing water 
system into two pressure 
zones; drilling of a new well: 
in stallation of iron and 
manganese filtration systems 
at each of the existing produc­ 
ing wells; installation of 
chlorination equipment at well 
No 3 which at the present time 
is operating under a temporary 
permit which expires Dec 31. 
and installation of new distribu­ 
tion mains as required 
Phase No 2. which has a 
price tag of $166,100. covers im­ 
provements expected to be 
eventually necessary but not 
needed now 
It includes 
development of a fourth produc­ 
tion well and well pump in­ 
stallation and iron and 
manganese filtration for the 
well system and transmission 
line connecting the new well to 
the distribution system 
TYie 
Phase No 2 material in the 
report is based on the present 
growth rate in the district. The 
improvements, it was said, 
should not be required until 
1906 
Board members also learned 
from district secretarv Louise 


Rogers that the district’s ap­ 
plication for $583,000 in loan 
funds at 24 per cent interest 
under the Davis-Grunsky Act 
will go to Sacramento in two 
weeks for staff review by the 
State Water Resources Control 
Board Mrs. Rogers said she 
was given this information by 
Malcolm Kerr of the WRCB. 
She also reported to the board 
the WRCB will hold a public 
hearing in Sacramento on April 
14 at 9 30 a m on a proposal to 
improve and upgrade the dis­ 
trict's sanitary treatment plant 
at an estimated cost of 
$1,015,000. with the WRCB 
providing 87 per cent of the cost 
in grant funding. The first por­ 
tion of the existing plant was 
constructed in 1960 and an addi­ 
tion was completed three years 
later The plant at the present 
time is running about 75 per 
cent of its capacity. 
Directors also learned via let­ 
ters that both Cal-Trans and the 
County Parks Dept, w ill 
cooperate with the district in 
implementing water conserva­ 
tion programs in the com­ 
munity Both agencies receive 
water from the district without 
charge for irrigating of 
plantings along the freeway and 
along the Avenue of Flags 
It was also announced that 
the board of supervisors will 
consider the conflict of interest 
code adopted by the BCSD 
board Monday at 2 p m If ac­ 
cepted. Atty Stanley Hatch, it 
was reported, will call a 
meeting of representatives of 
the districts he represents in 
the Santa Ynez Valley to go 
over the code forms to be com­ 
pleted by elected officials.

Every Friday. 15 minutes before deadline, I sit down at this typewriter, adjust my 
green transparent eye shade, crack my knuckles and pound out a column that strikes 
a delicate balance between witty and profound. At least that's the intention. 
You would think it would get easier after six years, but it doesn’t. 
That's why I'm leaving this job and running away to join the circus as a side-show 
strong man. (That’s not the real reason I ’m leaving, but it sounds better than the 
truth, which is that I ’m going to work for another paper.) 
Today's subject will be the last six years, a little random soft-core nostalgia, light 
on the sentimental rambling. 
First question. \ ou sir, in the back — the most exciting game I ever covered? For 
sustained suspense, it would have to be a baseball game, a 15-inning Lompoc win over 
Savannah in the 1971 playoffs, in Orange County. Great game, great team. 
The most breathtaking finish was Ronnie Garcia’s last-second field goal for Lom­ 
poc, to beat Cabrillo in ’75. 
Most unusual game0 How about Lompoc’s seven-overtime win over Righetti in ’75? 
The best athlete0 The list would certainly have to include Kevin Drake. Roy 
Thomas, Terry Williams. Charlie Jackson. Dave Stegman, Roy Howell. Drake 
probably did more things well, with less apparent effort, than any of them. 
For sheer domination, I remember Thomas bringing his heat. Drake single- 
handedly destroying Lompoc on the football field, Williams bringing 14,000 Sports 
Arena fans screaming to their feet. 
Although I didn't see it. Jackson’s one-man team championship at the state track 
meet in '71 would be tough to top for an individual feat. 
For the excitement he brought to the gym, I liked to watch Mkndy Simmons make 
the big guys look silly on the basketball court. 
How about the coaches and athletes01 enjoyed ’em all, some because they gave me 
something to look forward to when it came time to leave town, and some because 
they made my job enjoyable. It didn't seem like a job when you got to work with 
coaches like Dick Wilson and kids like Monte Bolinger. 
( riticism is an accepted part of this job. Probably the silliest criticism came from 
a Lompoc coach who regularly accused the Record of trying to make his team look 
bad by deliberately taking pictures of their mistakes. 
And I'll credit the Lompoc High administration with the cheap shot award a few 
years back for banning a sportswriter from the pressbox for supposdly rooting for the 
wrong team 
I talked to some interesing people, like Plennie Wingo. world’s backwards walking 
champ, and the Masked Marvel, a retired pro wrestler (that story, by Stan Tulledo. 
coming soon). 
The most painful interview was with an anti-gun-control fanatic, who spoke to me 
from horseback His steed, objecting to the line of questioning, stomped on my foot. 
I had bad luck with horses. A couple days after mailing back some borrowed 
photographs to a local rodeo star, I received an irate call from his dad, informing me 
that the star's horse had plucked the photos out of the mail slot and had them for 
lunch. 
Some favorite stones0 A five-part feature on Roy Howell was the toughest to do. 
and the most rewarding in terms of reader response. 
One of my favorites was a story about George Foreman's short but eventful spin 
through the Lompoc Valley He wasn't really George Foreman, but that didn’t stop 
local saloon patrons from rolling out the red carpet. 
I 11 leave town the same way “George'’ did, on a bus, early in the morning, with a 
few people waving baseball bats and a few others just waving

76-75 loss to unheralded Idaho State in 
the NCAA West Regional semifinals. The 
loss was only the third for the 10-time 
national champion Bruins in their last 52 
NCAA appearances. 


“ This was our greatest victory ever— 
it s got to be." said Idaho State Coach 
Jim Killingsworth. “ We’ve never played 
a No 4 team before, let alone beaten 
one. Unfortunately we don’t have long to 
celebrate.’’

“ We had one advantage in that nobody 
has seen us play.

“ I ’m not really surprised we won. I ’m 
excited and happy, but not surprised,” 
said Hayes, who led all scorers with 27 
points. The 7-foot center also grabbed 12 
rebounds. 
Idaho State trailed by six at halftime, 
but battled back to grab the lead with 
eight minutes to go and were ahead 62-56 
when UCLA went into a fullcourt trapp­ 
ing press. But the harassing defense 
resulted in eight Bruin fouls in the final 
six minutes and the Bengals scored 15 of 
their final 17 points on free throws to 
stay just ahead of the fast closing Pac-8 
champions. 
In the final 37 seconds UCLA fouled 
reserve Ernie Wheeler twice. And the 5- 
foot-11 freshman, who hadn’t hit a shot 
all game, made all four free throws to 
preserve the victory. 
“ Ernie’s very good in the clutch,” said 


Killingsworth. “ He’s just a freshman, so 
he doesn't know how much those four 
shots meant. When he’s a senior, he’ll 
miss some of those.” 


Ed Thompson followed Hayes in scor­ 
ing with 14 points and Greg Griffin had 
12. Griffin, playing the entire second half 
with four fouls, also held Player of the 
Year Marques Johnson to just two foul 
shots in the final 20 minutes. Johnson, 
playing the last two games with an in­ 
fected wisdom tooth, led UCLA with 21 
points. Dave Greenwood added 20 points 
and 14 rebounds and Roy Hamilton 
scored 11 


The win upped ISU's record to 25-4. ty­ 
ing their best season mark ever in 1957 
and sending the Bengals into the regional 
championship finals for the first time in 
the team's history.

Foreman was badly battered in the 
final round when Young scored a brief 
knockdown and hammered away 
repeatedly at Foreman’s head with a 
combination of lefts and rights. 
A delirious crowd of 12.000 fight fans 


urged him, screaming. “ Jimmy Young, 
Jimmy Young!” 
Promoter Don King said after the bout 
that Young would have a chance at the 
winner of the Ken Norton-Duane Bobick 
bout scheduled for Madison Square 
Garden in New York May 11. The winner 
of the second Young fight will have a 
chance at Muhammad Ali, he added. 
In the post-fight news conference, 
Young said that Foreman nearly 
knocked him out in the critical seventh 
round with a left hook to the head. 
But he recovered and had Foreman on 
the defensive against an assault of lefts 
and rights.

Joe Rudi and Vida Blue were 
the three players Finley tried to sell last 
year to the Boston Red Sox and New 
York Yankees for a total of $3.5 million. 
Kuhn negated the deals in “ the best in­ 
terests of baseball.” 
It was after the ruling that Finley sued 
the commissioner and baseball. 


“ Today is Nat Cole’s birthday and I 
can relate more to that than what hap­ 
pened to Charlie,” said Blue. 
Blue signed a three-year $600,000 con­ 
tract with Finley in mid-season last 
year, only to be “ sold” to the Yankees 
the following day. 
Rudi. who like Tenace and Fingers 
wound up with a lucrative, long-term 
contract, said facetiously “ that breaks 
my heart" when he heard of the judge’s 
ruling against Finley. 
Thank goodness it’s all behind me 
now.” added Rudi, who is with the 
California Angels. “ It’s his business He 
made his bed and now he has to lie in it.” 
Don Baylor, who came to the A’s last 
spring as part of the trade involving

Salmon fishing 
considered slow 


In good times, the current trickle of salmon coming into Port San 
Luis would be considered slow But tell fishermen who haven't 
seen a salmon in months about it, and people will be lining the 
launching ramps to go o u t/ 
Such is the case this week. Some salmon have been caught bv 
private boat owners at Avila. The average is about one fish per 
boat, but some boats have come back with four fish. The average 
size of the salmon is about 12 pounds, with some going as high as 


Port San Luis Sportfishing hasn’t run a salmon boat yet, but one 
is scheduled to go out Sunday at 6:30 a m 
Some salmon have also shown up in the Santa Barbara area in 
the past week Four were reported caught near Carpinteria and 
some near Goleta. 
Rock-codding has slowed some in the San Luis area, with about 
three quarter limits daily. 
Heavy seas the past week have kept the boats from going out to 
the islands for rock cod. The few days Santa Barbara Sea Landing 
did send boats out, they came back with full limits. 
Coastal fishing for rockfish is also productive right now. if they 
can beat the weather Some halibut and even a few mackerel are 
showing up in the catches. 
The biggest fish caught this week in San Luis was a 22-pound 
lingcod; in Santa Barbara, an 18-pounder. 
After two weeks of no plants, Lake Cachuma has been stocked 
again, this time 3,500 1/3-pounders by the DFG. North Valley Fish 
Hatcheries . Cachuma’s other stocker, fish supply has been ex­ 
hausted. so from now until next fall, all plants will be by the DFG. 
Trout made a turn around since last week. Now the trollers are 
getting the most action, using repallas in the top 30 feet 
A lot of bass fishermen have floc ked the lake in the last week 
and the results are good The average bass weighed in at two 
pounds. Bob Warning, a Cachuma resident, topped the list of bass 
anglers this week with a six-and-a-quarter-pounder. 
March 16 marked the close of the sportfishing season on lobsters 
and the opening of the sportfishing season on abalones south of 
Monterey County's Yankee Point, the DFG reminded saltwater 
sportsmen today The southern abalone season runs through Jan 
14 
North of \ ankee Point, abalone may be taken only during the 
months of April. May. June. August. September. October and 
November 
New regulations this year ban the taking of abalones at any time 
of the veat between Palos Verdes Point in Los Angeles Countv and 
Dana Point in Orange County. 
On Santa Catalina Island, the regular March 16-Jan 14 season 
prevails except for the northeasterly side between the west end 
and the government lighthouse on the southeast end, where 
abalones may be taken only from April 1 to Oct 1. 
The daily bag limit on abalone is four in the combination of all 
species 
Minimum size limits, measured in greatest shell 
diameter, are unchanged from last year seven inches for red 
abalone. six inches for green, pink or white abalone; five inches for 
black abalone; and four inches for all other species. 
1* ishing hours are from one-half hour before sunrise to one-hall 
hour after sunset 
All undersized abalones must be returned immediately to the 
rock from which they were taken, and abalones brought ashore 
may not be removed trom their shells unless they are being 
prepared for immediate consumption. 
A rule instituted last year requires people to keep all the legal 
sized abalones they pick until they have reached the bag limit 
After the limit has been reached, they may not continue to take 
abalones in the hope of finding larger ones to exchange for the 
smaller although legal size, abalones they have alreadv taken 


Abalones may be taken only by hand or by devices commonly 
called abalone irons Abalone irons may not be more than 36 inches 
long and must conform to specifications described in the regula­ 
tions All edges must be rounded and free of sharp edges Knives, 
screwdrivers and other sharp instruments are prohibited 


The DFG urged all abalone divers or pickers to read carefully 
the abalone rules in the 1977 sportfishing regulations booklet 
available free wherever fishing licenses are sold 


Sportsmen fishing in privately owned boats off the Los Angele^

Today’s hand was played by 
Harold Ogust of New York 
back in 1961. His five-notrump 
call was the grand-slam force 
designed to ask partner to bid 
seven if be held two of the 
three top honors in trumps 
North had them and bid the 
grand slam. 
West was certain that Ogust 
would not have bid the way he 
had unless he happened to be 
void of clubs Hence, a club 
lead seemed useless and 
might well give declarer an 
important trick if dummy 
held the club king It would 
have given declarer his con­ 
tract on a silver platter for 
another reason He could ruff 
in dummy and discard a dia­ 


mond from his own hand 
Therefore, Marshall Miles 
of San Bernardino, Calif, 
opened the jack of trumps. It 
did him no good in the long 
run, but it did put quite a 
strain on declarer. 
Harold took two rounds of 
trumps and played out four 
rounds of spades, while ruf­ 
fing the last one in dummy 
Then he stopped to count the 
hand. West had only two 
spades and one heart which 
left him a total of 18 diamonds 
and clubs Hence, if anyone 
held three or four diamonds it 
would be West. Harold cashed 
his ace of diamonds, decided 
that Miles would have found a 
bid with eight clubs and so 
played him for seven clubs 
and three diamonds. Harold 
finessed against West and 
made the slam. 


A Tennessee reader asks if 
we have ever heard of a con­ 
vention called the “ Short 
diamond 
The answer is “Yes.” There 
are several complicated and 
rather useless systems that 
employ both artificial one- 
club and o n e - d i a m o n d 
openings. We suggest you 
shun the diamond ones like the 
plague.

It is not difficult to unders­ 
tand the pride a youngster has 
in his souped up auto but it is a 
tragedy of sorts that such 
pride must be demonstrated in 
i l l e g a l 
and e x t r e m e l y 
dangerous activity. 
We shudder to think of the 
consequences of illegal street 
race challenges. The challenge 
made at the stop light; the 
bet; the gathering on the 
country road; the spectacle. 
And then the screeching of 
burning tires as they roar 
down the stretch, oblivious to 
anything, including their own 


safety and the lives of those 
who watch. Such activity has 
all the potential of death and 
gore. And such death and gore 
will happen if illegal street 
racing is allowed to continue. 
It isn’t as if these youngsters 
do not have an alternative to 
demonstrate their justifiable 
pride in their hopped up crea­ 
tions. Drag racing can be done 
legally and is properly 
recognized as a legitimate 
sport. Legal drag racers tell 
us that participating in sanc­ 
tioned drag racing can be done 
cheaper, can be more exciting 
and, without saying, can be 
safer. 
We would strongly hope that 
law enforcement target on the 
illegal drag racing in the 
Valley. We would hope that 
those who engage in such il­ 
legal activity would opt for the 
legal alternative, the safer 
alternative.

U.S. halts Israeli arms sale 


WASHINGTON - In the diplomatic 
backrooms along Embassy Row, the 
State Department has long been accused 
of “ tilting” toward the Arab countries. 
Now. the Pentagon has joined the 
chorus, charging that “anti-Israel bias” 
in the State Department has torpedoed 
an important sale of Israeli fighter 
planes to Latin America. 
A bitter, confiden­ 
tial Pentagon briefing 
paper bluntly warns 
that the international 
re p e rc u ssio n s will 
c a u s e th e U n ite d 
S tates to lose in ­ 
fluence to the Soviet 
Union. 
We have p ieced 
together the details of 
the highly sensitive 
n e g o tia tio n s. 
The 
Isra e lis, try in g to 
repair their wounded 
economy, arranged to 
s e ll 
24 
of 
t h e ir 
so p h isticated 
K fir 
fighter-bom bers 
to 
Ecuador. 
Because the Israeli planes contain 
American-made motors built by General 
Electric, however, the Jewish state 
needed U S approval to make the sale. 
But the Israelis repeatedly were assured 
that this would not be a problem. Former 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger twice 
discussed the sale with Israeli Defense 
Minister Shimon Peres and reportedly 
offered his encouragement, our sources 
said. 
Yet after the Carter administration 
took office, the State Department, with 
President C arter’s personal approval, 
promptly vetoed the sale. A spokesman 
said the deal “ would run counter to our 
policy against the sale of advanced and 
s o p h is tic a te d a ir c r a f t to L atin 
America .” 
The Pentagon briefing paper, which 
apparently included contributions from 
industry and Israeli sources, calls this 
decision “ irrational,” Such biting ac­ 
cusations rarely surface from the 
private battleground of executive in­ 
fighting 
“The Soviet Union and France are cer­ 
tain to be the only beneficiaries” of the 
ban. the paper warns 
Ecuador has 
already announced it will seek weapons 
from those countries. “ If the Soviet 
Union concludes a sale to Ecuador, then 
it is likely that Soviet advisers and 
technicians will accompany Soviet air­ 
craft The Soviet Union is certain to turn 
any sale to Ecuador into a political vic­ 
tory 
Ecuador has told the United States is 
not-so-diplomatic language that it con­ 
siders the ban an "unfriendly gesture,” 
and threatened to buy no more American 
equipment. Ecuadorian Ambassador 
Gustavo Ycaza has voiced his “strong 
concern" in private meetings with Presi­ 
dent Carter and Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance 
The Israelis are equally unhappy The 
dispute has damaged Israel's credibility, 
tarnished its leaders and deprived it of 
$200 million in sales, the Pentagon brief 
says 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
privately complained about the ban to 
Carter during his White House visit last 
week. But Carter, who has pledged to 
reduce American arm s sales worldwide, 
isn't budging 
NUCLEAR PROPAGANDA: The dif­ 
ference betw een the governm ent’s 
energy officials and the executives they 
regulate often is so hazy you can't tell 
them apart without a scorecard. 
Some energy officials are so close to 
the nuclear industry, for example, that 
they tried to launch a public relations 
campaign for atomic power. Tlie tax­ 
payers would have footed the bill for the 
propaganda campaign, but the giant cor­ 
porations and private utilities would 
have reaped the profits. 
The short-lived effort began in 
September. 1975, when Federal Energy 
assistant administrator Gorman Smith 
urged the agency to establish an office to 
promote nuclear power Ostensibly, the 
FEA office would merely analyze and 
formulate policy 
But the office secretly drew up plans to 
brainwash the public with a strident pro- 
nuclear campaign. It included an all-out 
media blitz against Proposition 15, the 
referendum to keep nuclear power plants 
out of California 
The confidential battle plan included 
sending government advocates to in­ 
fluence the editorial boards of Califor­ 
nia’s largest newspapers The publicity 
value of radio ahd television ap­ 
pearances also was weighed. 
The agency planned to provide 
speakers to pro-nuclear groups It hoped 


to recruit supporters of former Califor­ 
nia G overnor P at Brown and ex- 
California congressmen to spread the 
nuclear message. And it devised a “ Red 
Ball Campaign" to argue that nuclear 
power is the only clean alternative for 
the increasingly polluted West Coast. 
The secret campaign conceived under 
then-FEA chief Frank Zarb, also 
targeted Oregon. Washington, Nevada, 
Arizona and New Mexico for an invasion 
of film, slides, pamphlets and speeches 
by top agency officials. A plan was also 
drawn up to persuade young children of 
the benefits of nuclear energy through 
school programs. The total bill to the 
taxpayers for the ad campaign would 
have been $200.000 


However, Rep Sidney Yates, D.-Ill., 
snuffed out the funding for the office 
when he discovered it would be nothing 
but a shill for the nuclear industry. The 
persistent Zarb tried to revive the office, 
but his attempt was thwarted by Rep. 
John Dingell, D.-Mich. Although the of­ 
fice was formally abolished, Zarb helped 
persuade California voters to allow 
nuclear development. 
Footnote: An FEA spokesman told us 
that at the time “ an educational effort 
was (thought) necessary to make the 
citizens aware of nuclear energy alter­ 
natives.” Gorman Smith, who first 
proposed the nuclear office, now says he 
doesn't think the FEA should promote 
the nuclear industry.

Dear Sir, 
Since I will not be able to attend the 
cable television meeting on March 22. I 
would like to present some views on why 
the city should obtain ownership of the 
cable television system The proposed 
franchise is a good one except for the 
fact that ownership is an option and 
would not occur for 15 years. One of the 
difficulties under the present system is 
there is no provision for changing con­ 
tractors without a period of weeks when 
we would have no cable service. The pre­ 
sent contractor cannot be forced to sell 
his system to the low bidder and too 
many difficulties occur if the new con­ 
tractor attem pts to build a new system 
along side or on top of the existing 
system 
Another problem is that to make any 
state-of-the-art improvements to the 
system, you must negotiate with the m- 
piace contractor. If we wanted to incor­ 
porate a system of remote utility meter 
reading or sublease the use of the system 
to a company who might wish to provide 
a centralized security m onitoring 
system to subscribers, we would have to 
negotiate with the contractor He would 
also be concerned with interface 
problems. You are in a sense dealing 
with a sole source contractor. 
The solution to this dilemma is for city 
ow nership with the system being 
operated and maintained by a contrac­ 
tor. This can be short term contracts of a 
few years duration. At each new con­ 
tract time, our needs would be part of 
the bid package. There should be plenty 
of competition for this type of contract 
Improvements would be financed by the 
difference between the contract price 
and the price charged the subscribers. 
This system could even result in lower 
cable tele v isio n su b sc rib e r fees. 
Subscriber fees would have to remain in 
a fund for cable television purpose only. 
The new c o n tra c t needs to be 
negotiated for an assumption of city 
ownership in as short a time as possible. 
If you agree with my proposal let 
yourselves be heard at the March 22 
meeting This will be your final oppor­ 
tunity to comment on the proposed 
franchise

Such 
questions as “Why do you play up basket­ 
ball over hockey?" "What’s the matter 
with drag racing?” “Don’t you like 
rodeos'’” “Why do you favor men’s 
sports over women’s sports?” 
One can’t be absolutely perfect in the 
coverage, but we believe Scott came as 
close as anybody. 


During his tenure. Scott developed 
fine prep writers from the high school 
who have gone on to develop careers in 
journalism He was a good teacher. 


We suspected the inevitable — the fact 
that someday Scott would make up his 
mind to give the big time a whirl. It 
came and we are extremely happy and 
proud for him. We have no reservations 
about his succeeding. He will.

The terry cloth division of 
Cannon Mills, Inc. (which oc­ 
cupies a floor in the Time and 
Life Building) consists of one 
office divided in two by a par­ 
tition.

“Terry has loops, but many 
other fabrics have loops,” she 
said, reaching for a swatch of 
toweling. “A towel has terry 
on both sides. It used to be all 
cotton, but now the conven­ 
tional towel is 84 per cent cot­ 
ton and 16 per cent polyester. 
Blending makes a very strong 
piece of cloth and substantial­ 
ly reduces your shrinkage fac­ 
tor, and cotton got very expen­ 
sive.

If you are among the 40 
million Americans who w ill 
move from one location to 
another this year, take heart. 
America’s moving companies 
are trying to keep pace with 
the special needs of collec­ 
tors, according to Bette 
M alone, d irector of the 
Relocation Center near St. 
Louis, Mo. 
The m a jo rity of this 
reshuffling of households will 
take place between May and 
September, she pointed out. It 
isn’t always possible, but if 
you have a choice, try to avoid 
the peak moving months of 
June, July and August. 
Whether you are concerned 
with a collection of art glass 
or National Geographic 
Magazines, Bette Malone has 
some sound advice for collec­ 
tors. 
Whether to pack the collec­ 
tion yourself or leave it for the 
professional depends upon 
your skill in packing. “ We w ill 
look pretty closely at self­ 
packed items and make sure 
they are packed properly and 
that there is nothing loose in 
the carton,” she said. 
“ Once it’s on board (the 
van) the moving company is 
totally responsible for it,” she 
said. “ We still recommend 
th at 
those 
item s 
not 
replaceable such as personal 
papers, money, coin and 
stamp collections, jewelry, be 
carried with you. 
If you choose professional 
packers, she recommends 
that you be involved and be on 
hand to assist the packers. 
That way you can point out 
those items that need special

care. 
You should also be on hand 
at the destination so that an 
examination of goods can be 
made as they are unloaded 
and any damage can be noted 
at the time on the inventory 
sheet. This w ill speed any 
claim for damage you might 
have. 
If you do have any damage 
or loss, it should be noted on 
the inventory and the destina­ 
tion agent notified. Usually, 
she said, the destination agent 
will want to make a visual in­ 
spection of the damage. At 
least one moving company has 
a “ quick claim ” policy which 
makes it possible to settle any 
claim for less than $200 im­ 
mediately. Claims for more 
than that amount are handled 
on an individual basis whether 
an item can be repaired or if it 
should be replaced. 
This is one reason why we 
request accurate appraisals of 
valuables that are put on 
board. If you can’t get 
docum entation from a 
qualified appraiser, 
Bette 
Malone suggested that you 
seek documentation from a 
local jewelry store, or an an­ 
tiques dealer. You can use a 
bill of sale on collectables, but 
bear in mind prices on collec­ 
tor’s items has inflated rapid­ 
ly in most instances. 
The Relocation Center is 
asked to handle all kinds of 
collections including plants. 
“ These often represent a good 
sized investment and we 
recommend that they be mov­ 
ed by the owner but we w ill 
move them under certain con­ 
ditions,’’ she said.

Trapped gas pains

DEAR DR. LAMB - For 
relief from the discomfort and 
annoyance that is caused by 
trapped gas I have been using 
a simethicone product that 
has the brand name Phazyme. 
I have been taking six to 
eight a day and feel that I 
need still more relief. Would 
it be risky to take much 
more? 
Is there anything else that 
might be better for my 
troubles? 
DEAR READER — Gas is a 
common symptom. At least 10 
per cent of the population 
have unpleasant symptoms 
from it. So you are not "V>ne. 
The simethicone is supposed 
to make smaller bubbles but 
th at often m akes little 
difference — gas is gas 
whether the bubbles are large 
or small. 
Phazyme also contains pan- 
creatin, an enzyme which is 
protected from digestion until 
it reaches the small intestine. 
Here it may help break down 
food more completely to pre­ 
vent absorption failures that 
lead to fermentation and gas 
formation. 
Your problem, however, 
may not be related to un­ 
digested food but to swallow­ 
ing air. Often swallowed air is 
a major part of the gas in the 
intestines. No amount of en­ 
zyme or simethicone will cor­ 
rect this problem for you. 
I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 6-8, 
Controlling Gaseousness, so 
you can better understand the 
sources of gas, how to prevent 
it, and what to do about gas at­ 
tacks. 
The problem is often related 
to the colon. When there is 
spasm in the colon, trapped

gas is under tension and 
causes pain — whether it is 
swallowed air or gas from 
fermented foods. 
By improvement of your 
colon function you can 
eliminate the trapping of gas 
and its symptoms. Your diet 
is important here. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - 
Because of the uncomfortable 
effects of dairy products I am 
now using a powdered non­ 
dairy creamer. 
I have heard that these 
products may cause cancer 
because of the preservatives 
that are used in their produc­ 
tion. 
I would appreciate your 
comment regarding these 
rumors and the danger of 
preservatives as used in 
producing foods. 
DEAR READER - You 
have been listening to health 
food quacks. The non-dairy 
creamer you mention is made 
mostly from coconut oil — 
labeled vegetable oil. It is rich 
in saturated fat. It contains 
more than whipping cream. 
That is not good for in­ 
dividuals needs to restrict 
their saturated fat intake to 
prevent heart and vascular 
disease. 
Preservatives may make 
food more healthy, not harm­ 
ful. Did you know that vitamin 
C is a food preservative0 That 
is why dipping peeled fruit, 
such as a banana in orange 
juice or lemon juice will pre­ 
vent it from turning brown. 
Other common p reser­ 
vatives are BHT and BHA. 
You will see them listed with 
the ingredients of many food 
products. It has been accused 
of all sorts of dire effects by 
the alarmists. Studies actual­ 
ly suggest they may prevent 
cancer. 
When m ic e p r o n e to 
stomach cancer were fed BHT 
there was a marked drop in 
the rate of stomach cancer. 
This may be one reason there 
has been such a dramatic 
decline in the rate of stomach 
cancer in the United States 
and other countries where 
preservatives are commonly 
used. I think you can safely 
disregard the rumors and mis­ 
representations regarding the 
preservatives in your food.

Mind your money 


Older seatbelts may be unsafe 


Q. Are automobile seatbelts still effec­ 
tive after a few years’ wear? — N.H., 
Laurel, Md. 
A. Unfortunately, a large percentage 
of seatbelts that have been used for three 
years or more are broken down to the 
point where they might fail in an acci­ 
dent. 
The National Bureau of Standards 
found that 63 per cent of well-used 
seatbelts that were from three to ten 
years old were tested and found to be un­ 
safe (based on Federal standards for 
seatbelts). 
What causes this? Dirt, dust, rubbing 
and even sunlight can break down the 
strength of a seatbelt. If you slam the 
door on a seatbelt or get it caught in 
moving the seat back and forth, the ef­ 
fective strength is weakened. Oil spilled 
on a seatbelt will also weaken it. 
Whenever you see signs of wear or 
decomposition on a seatbelt, it should be 
replaced. Continued adjustment can be a 
major cause for wear (a family with dif­ 
ferent sized drivers). 
As for the inertia reels in the more re­ 
cent lap-shoulder belt combinations, 
they should be tested periodically to see 
if they work. When working properly, 
they should allow movement but should 
hold you tight when you get into a panic 
stop or accident situation. 
On an empty road or large, open, 
empty parking lot, drive your car around 
10 miles per hour and hit the brakes 
hard.

Q. We have been with an auto in­ 
surance company for many years and 
when our teen-age son began to drive 
they increased our premium by $232 We 
found another company which won’t 
charge extra for a teen-age driver. 
Should we switch or will we be thrown 
out by a new company in case of an ac­ 
cident? — R.M., Lincoln Park, Mo. 
A. Shopping around for insurance when 
there is a change in your policy 
needs isn’t a bad idea. But, you must be 
in error on the notion that the new com­ 
pany doesn’t charge extra for a teen-age 
male driver. Some may charge more 
than others, but all seem to charge 
something extra. 
So you won’t get stuck with a new com­ 
pany, here are some questions to ask: 
— What’s the company’s policy on 
collision accidents (your fault?) Is your 
rate automatically raised? Are you tos­ 
sed out after two accidents, no m atter 
how small? 
— Where are the claim offices? How 


are claims handled — through a com­ 
pany damage inspection office or 
through a series of body shop bids? 
— What’s the reputation of the com­ 
pany? Talk with friends and work as­ 
sociates to see if you hear any bad tales. 
You can also check “Best’s Digest” 
(found in most major libraries) to see if 
the company is financially sound and has 
a good rating.

Farming isn't for just anyone 


One of the more disheartening ex­ 
periences anyone can have is shopping 
for food at a store. Meat is expensive; 
vegetables seem unreasonably priced; 
staples like flour, sugar and the like 
seem to be twice what the shopper 
remembers paying a short time before. 
Add to this parking difficulties and 
driving hazards, and the shopping excur­ 
sion can indeed be discouraging. 
What’s the answer? 
A substantial number of people seem 
to feel that the answer is to buy a small 
farm and grow their own food to cut 
down on costs. Then too, they would get 
away from the city’s “rat race,” be their 
own “boss.” 
Great! How does one go about arrang­ 
ing for this Heaven on Earth? 
If that question has crossed your mind, 
start by asking yourself a few other ques­ 
tions and giving yourself honest answers. 
How much do you really know about 
farming? 
Unless you have had actual, practical 
farming experience or have completed 
considerable work in an agricultural 
school, your answer will likely range 
from zero to very little. Perhaps that 
doesn’t bother you because you’re young, 
you learn rapidly and you haven’t had 
much experience in any other type of 
work either. But remember — you can 
usually get a job in other fields where 
someone else takes all the risks while 
you get paid for learning. When starting 
your own farm, you take all of the risks 
and your lessons can be costly indeed. 
But if you’re willing to take those risks 
and your family is willing to share them, 
go ahead to another question: How much 
money will it take to get a farm? 
The answer to that will develop while 
you talk with reputable lenders and 
realtors; decide how large a place you 
need to produce whatever you hope to 
produce (from animals to zucchini). But 
at today’s prices for farmland, in 20- to 
30-acre parcels, you are probably talking 
about an average of up to $1800 an acre — 
with no house on it. So while you’re at the 
bank, check on your credit. 


There are still a few places (not many, 
but a few) where raw land may be 
purchased and developed for farming. 
But as a rule this takes more capital than 
an individual can raise. (See table of ap­ 
proximate costs.) 
The alternative is to buy an existing 
farm and either carry on with the same 
enterprises the former owner set up, or 
switch to a different type of farming 
operation. 
If you’re entitled to a veteran’s farm 
loan, don’t overlook that possibility. 
For the purposes of this discussion, 
let’s assume you can come up with all 
the cash and/or credit you will need to 
get your farmland. You’re ready for 
another question: 
Does the place have a house on it? If 
so, is it one you’d be willing to live in 
through a cold, wet, windy, disagreeable 
winter? How about a hot, dry, windy, 
dust-blown summer? It does? Good ... 
then go on to another question: 
What kind of preparations will be the 
farm need before you can plant or stock 
it with whatever it is you intend to raise? 
Does it need fencing for livestock; an 
irrigation system; sheds, barns, other 
structures to protect anim als or 
equipment? How much of this work can 
you and your family do and what will the 
materials cost? What would it cost to 
hire some of the work done and is such 
skill available locally? 
Well ... it’s a good thing you’re young, 
strong, enthusiastic, mechanically in­ 
clined, and reasonably solvent because 
there’s more. 
Assuming you have your fencing, 
irrigation system, ground leveled — and 
you got all this done in time to plant your 
seed — there’s the matter of seedbed 
preparation, possible pre-plant applica­ 
tions of fertilizer or weed killer, etc. Do 
you have the machinery, knowledge, and 
ability to perform these tasks? You can 
hire them done, but it’s costly. 
While your crop is growing, what about 
irrigation, pest and disease control 
measures, maybe more fertilizer? 
Would an exceedingly cold or wet winter, 


a frost, or a drought wipe out your crop? 
If it did, could you stay around and try 
again next year? 
So you’re not only young, enthusiastic, 
solvent, and all that — you’re also lucky. 
The weather is perfect; the bugs go 
somewhere else to com m it their 
depredations; you get a good crop. Can 
you harvest it yourself or do you need 
mechanical or physical help? Will either 
or both be available at the time you need 
them? 
What arrangements have you made or 
can you make to sell your crop? This can 
be a very sticky and complex question, 
depending on the crop, but it’s probably 
the most important question you’ll have 
to face to stay in business. 
Even granting you can sell the crop, 
will it return enough to support you and 
your family at anything above a sub­ 
sistence level? Consider some of the 
pressures that can help drive your costs 
up and your returns down: 
If you thought the prices at the food 
market were high, check the price tags 
on items you might need for farming — 
tractor, tillage equipment, a small 
truck, equipment for fertilizing, spray­ 
ing, irrigating, harvesting. Both water 
and power cost money; so do skilled and 
semi-skilled labor. 
There’s also the item known as 
“economy of scale.” Very roughly, this 
means that it doesn’t cost five times as 
much to farm 100 acres of a crop as it 
does to farm 20 acres. In fact it’s quite 
probable that costs per acre are substan­ 
tially lower on the larger plot. The point 
is that you'll be competing with large 
farms — but with a built-in handicap. 
You’ll probably have to sell your crop 
at the same price the bigger operator 
gets, but at lower profit — if any. 
For the sake of this discussion, let’s 
* suppose that you, as a newcomer, can 
make enough on your crop the first year 
or so to keep your family eating, make 
your payments to the lender, take care of 
other necessities. What about the future? 
As a family grows in size and age it takes 
more to support them so can you put 


money aside to expand your farm and/or 
income as the need arises? 
If you’re counting on your youngsters 
being more and more helpful and produc­ 
tive as they get bigger, remember that 
they might also find they have 
marketable skills for which they will be 
paid more during a 40-hour week in town 
than in an 80-hour week on the family 
farm. Your help might desert you just as 
it starts to pay off. 
So how about an invetory of the things 
it was hoped to accomplish by going into 
farming? 
Will it cut down of food costs? Perhaps 
... IF someone has the time, tools, in­ 
clination, and ability to plant and tend a 
family-size vegetable garden, harvest 
the produce; can or freeze enough of it to 
last through the winter. But it’s 
debatable (all things considered) 
whether this is less expensive than buy­ 
ing the material as needed from the local 
market. 
Pretty much the same applies to trying 
to raise your own fruit, meat, eggs, or 
dairy products. 
Can you get in on the receiving end of 
the high food prices? Not necessarily. 
One of the costly lessons you may learn 
is that high food prices at retail do not 
always mean high returns for all 
farmers. 
Can you get away from the city’s “rat 
race” and be your own boss? Definitely 
yes ... but you may find that you traded 
an urban rat race for a rural treadmill 
that leaves scant time for anything but 
hard work. You may find that instead of 
owning a farm, the farm “owns” you. 
So at this point, it is difficult to 
resist a few philosophical observations: 
Anyone who has or can raise the 
capital it takes to buy raw land and 
develop it into a farm probably shouldn’t 
have to worry too much about the price 
tags at the food market. 
Anyone thinking of taking over an ex­ 
isting small farm would do well to delve 
deeply into the reasons why the owner 
wants to sell it.

The pennywise traveler 
You probably can afford Europe

“So you’re going to Europe,” said the 
cocktail party conversationalist, leading 
up to a laugh line. “You must be either 
very rich or very crazy.” 
In his slightly sodden state, he pulled 
out the old-hat cliches and missed the 
1977 news. The fact is that if you’re 
headed for Europe this year, it’s only 
necessary to be realistic and well- 
informed. 
With few exceptions, if you can afford 
it here, you can afford it there. 
Conversely, if “it” eludes you here, 
forget about it there. The great 
equalizers, inflation and exchange rates, 
haw conspired to put most of us in the 
same leaky boat. 
On the other hand, the middle class has 
made progress, which means there’s a 
reasonable selection these days for the 
little as well as big spender. Moreover, 
Europe has one overridingly good thing 
going for it: its version of the budget 
motel and fast-food restaurant tends to 
be quaint, long on style or both. Thus, if 
you’re careful, you can pinch pennies 
almost painlessly. 
For those who need to count, here’s 
how things shape up in terms of money: 
AREAS: Your money is likely to go 
twice as far in Portugal and Yugoslavia 
as it would in Germany or Sweden, twice 
as far in any country’s countryside as in 
its major cities. 
In a cost comparison published in 
January, the Financial Times of London 
ranked 20 cities this way: highest-priced 
was Frankfurt, followed by Paris, Brus­ 
sels. Stockholm, Oslo, Amsterdam. 
Copenhagen. Geneva, Helsinki, Vienna. 
Rom e, M adrid. W arsaw , London. 
Athens, Dublin. Birmingham. Moscow. 
Lisbon and Belgrade. 


Hearsay reports throw Malta, the 
Greek islands and Turkey into the “good 
buy” category, too. The most moans 
come about Spain — Madrid especially 
— largely because word about its higher 
prices has not spread everywhere and 
visitors still expect 
it to be Europe’s 
bargain basement. In the touristed parts 
it’s not, though prices are not out of 
sight. 
ACCOMMODATIONS: “Out” in the 
higher-priced countries are grand hotels, 
unless you’re ready to hand over about 
$85 a night for a double room. Seems 
there no longer are influxes of poverty- 
stricken Spaniards and Turks to do the 
dirty work. “In” with cost-conscious 
Europeans are what’s called self- 
catering arrangements, that is, anything 
from a tent to an apartment to a villa 
that comes with cooking facilities. The 
result is that some modest but 
hearteningly low-priced accommodations 
have come on the market. Among them: 
small, four-bed Swedish chalets on the 
coasts or in lake or mountain regions for 
approximately $50 to $120 a week, 
English riverboats at roughly £>0 to $75 a 
week for each of two persons (fuel ex­ 
tra), Irish horse-drawn “caravans” (a 
batch of Kennedys sampled those a cou­ 
ple of years ago) at about $34 a week for 
each of four people, including hay and 
parking. These are all high-season 
prices; lower ones are likely to be in ef­ 
fect at other times. 
Self-catering setups are good cost- 
cutters in some cities, too. National 
tourist offices can generally supply leads 
on how to find and rent them. 
If you do stay at a hotel, think twice 
(and consult the price lists) before using 
room service and sending clothing out 


for laundering or cleaning — particularly 
“fast service” laundering or cleaning. 
Ten dollars to clean a dress? ... $1.50 for 
a coffee? In some cases, yes, and they 
don’t even apologize. There’s usually a 
far cheaper alternative just around the 
comer, though. Laundromats, too. 
FOOD: “In” are the European ver­ 
sions of fast-food restaurants that cater 
to the lunch bunch but fill in nicely for 
families and tourists in the evening. In 
Spain and Italy, the newest could pass 
for “Clockwork Orange” sets, full of 
shiny chrome, glass and mirrors. Look 
for, among others, “brasseries” in 
France (although some have evolved 
into very fancy operations with prices to 
m atch), “ tavola caldes” in Italy, 
“ cafeterias” in Spain, “ broodjes 
winkles” (shops mainly for sandwiches, 
but awesome ones for the money) in 
Holland. 
As here, m eals at “ q u a lity ” 
restaurants with tablecloth and a small 
reputation these days are likely to start 
at $20 per person and work their way up. 
And up. For restaurants of grand 
renown, figure $50 with self-restraint. 
(The Cheapskates’ Way Out: arrive 
without a reservation at a Grand 
Establishment that also has a bar, con­ 
descend to have a drink there, then 
“change your mind” about dinner and 
leave. At least you will have sampled the 
atmosphere and scenery and at no great 
cost.) 
TRANSPORTATION: Chances are 
you'll find the cheapest car rentals in 
Britain and Ireland and, on the Conti­ 
nent, in Luxembourg and Spain. Sample 
prices: In Spain, Hertz has small Seats 
for $126 a week with unlimited mileage; 
gas and insurance extra. In Luxembourg, 


similar small cars run $134 a week. 
Local car rental firms, of course, charge 
less; in Britain and Ireland, compacts 
can be had for about $70 a week. 
The lowest gas prices are approx­ 
imately $1.32 a gallon in Britain; the 
highest are about $2 a gallon in Italy. 
Pump it yourself and, in northern 
Europe and Britain, you can save about 
4.5 cents a gallon at self-service stations. 
Alternatively, train service is good, 
frequent and moderately priced. Liter- 
city buses aren’t bad either. 
And don’t just think of those unlimited- 
travel Eurailpasses. There are rail and 
bus passes within most countries for 
limited or unlimited use, discounts for 
the elderly, family rates, “day tripper” 
and weekend rates.

may cause us to wear more wool 
sweaters, but professional growers 
who’ve already lowered greenhouse 
thermostats by as much as 10 degrees or 
more report little or no change in the 
behavior of the plants. Flower crops in 
general seem to benefit from less 
warmth. They grow sturdier, bud more 
heavily, and stay in bloom for a longer 
period. 


Three cool-growing plants I’m looking 
forward to growing next winter are 
cineraria, calceolaria or pocketbook 
plant and primrose. Spring or late sum­ 
mer is the time to start seeds of all; they 
require essentially the same care. 
However, in this column I will con­ 
centrate on the primroses. 


The three primroses most often grown 
in pots for winter and spring bloom in an 
environment that is sunny, airy, cool and 
moist are Primula malacoides (fairy 
p rim ro se), P. 
sinensis (C hinese 
primrose) and P. obconica (poison 
prim rose). Of these, the fairy is 
probably the easiest to grow, but the 
other two can be extraordinarily 
beautiful. U nfortunately, obconica 
leaves cause a painful rash on some 
people; the only way I can handle them 
is to wear rubber gloves, even when 
transplanting the seedlings. 
To grow these primroses from seeds, 
you will need a shallow flat or bulb pan, 
some packaged all-purpose potting soil, 
sphagnum peat moss, perlite (or sand) 
and vermiculite. The best time to start 
the seeds is in the spring or in late sum­ 
mer after the worst of hot weather has 
passed. 
First, mix together equal parts of the 
soil, peat moss, perlite and vermiculite. 
Fill the container to 1 inch from the top; 
level and firm lightly with your fingers. 
Add a half-inch layer of vermiculite; 
moisten well. Scatter the seeds over the 
vermiculite and press them lightly into 
the surface; enclose the planting, con­ 
tainer and all, in a plastic bag. Place in a 
bright spot, but not in direct sun, where 
temperatures will range between 65 and 
75F. 


As soon as you see the first green 
sprouts, punch a few holes in the plastic 
to permit a little fresh air to reach the 
seedlings. Check daily to be sure the 
growing medium is moist; add water as 
necessary, but gently. 
After a week or two of growth, begin to 
remove the plastic bag entirely, at first 
for a few hours each day, but gradually 
increasing the time until no cover is 
needed. 
If the seedlings look pale and spindly, 
they probably need a little more light. 
Early morning sun is ideal as soon as the 
plastic cover is no longer needed, just be 
sure to keep the soil evenly moist at all 
times. 
When the seedlings are beginning to

crowd in the sta rtin g co n tain er, 
transplant to individual 3-inch pots, using 
the same growing medium as before. 
Water well and keep in a shady, cool 
place for a few days until the roots are 
established. 
In the summer, seedlings of all these 
prim roses will do well outdoors, 
provided the place is mostly shaded, and 
the pots are never allowed to dry out. 
Before frost is expected, bring them in­ 
side. When roots fill the pots, transplant 
to 5-inch individuals, or plant three 
seedlings is a 7- or 8-inch container. 
Throughout the indoor gardening 
season, give your primroses this care: 
Light, partly sunny, or a fluorescent- 
light garden. Tem perature, 55-65F. 
Humidity, 40 per cent or more; mist the 
leaves frequently. Allow for fresh air cir­ 
culation Soil, evenly moist at ail times; 
do not allow to dry out. 
At the end of the flowering season, 
probably late spring or early summer, 
discard the old primroses and plant fresh 
seeds. 


HOUSE CALL 


Q. I received a beautiful cineraria in 
full bloom for Easter. Why did it wilt and 
die within a few days? 
A. Lack of water and too much heat. 
Cinerarias in bloom need soil that is 
always moist and temperatures on the 
cool side — preferably not over 70F. 
With good care, one plant will stay in 
bloom for several weeks, but when the 
last flowers wither, there is nothing to do 
but throw it away; cineraria is not a 
perennial. 
Q. Why do th e l e a v e s of my 
spathiphyllum flop dejfectedly over the 
sides of the pot? I was told to water it 
only once a week. 
A. Spathiphyllums need soil that is 
always evenly moist. It sounds to me like 
yours has fainted for lack of water; once 
a week is probably not enough.
